‘Thete is nothing. a sailor dreads moro 
than a fog, and nothing’ in which 
signalling is so dificult” isxperts have 
devoted’ much attention to the. subject,’ 
and recently many. experiments have 
been made with o view to initigate the 
dangers of navigation caused by fog. 
Experiment led to the discovery that 
there ure zones in the fog belt impene- 
trable by sound, so that however exeel- 
lent the apparatus jor opprisine the 
navigator of his danger it is uncertain 


{whether any signalling apparatus will 


accomplish the end” for which it 
exists. Aninstunco uf the ineffective- 
ness of fog signals occurred ouly 
a few months ago outsida Hongkong.

duced as proof, if such were needed, of 
tie insutliciency of modern appliatices 
for fog-sigualling purposes. . We sny ‘if 
such were needed,’ because atmospheric 
phenomena have bern so closely studied 
In recent years that itis now a matter 
of general knowledwe that fog signals, 
while useful and necessrry, are relatively 
of doubtful efficiency, especially in dense 
fo. Writing from our own recollection, 
we believe Mr J. i. Warding, of the 
Chinese Imperial. Maritime Customs, 
carried out a series of experiments to 


ascertain the eifectiveness of ordinary. 


fug signals on the China coast, and the 
result of these experiments, if we 
remember aright, was to demonstrate 
the duct dit 9 Signal might be audible 
at one mile, inaudible at ono und o-half 
wiles, and audible sgain at two miles, 
These are not the exact distances, but 
they illustrate the result of the experi- 
ment, When regard is had to these 
facts one does not require to be an 
expert to realise the dangers of naviga- 
tion on a dangerous ‘coast where 
numerous vessels are passing to and fro, 
nur is expert knowledge requisite to 
realise the necessity there is for anxious 
care and watclifulness on the part of the 
navirator, F 

The position ofasbip captain is at all 
times exceedingly onerous, and not at all 
times particularly pleasant when regard 
is had to bis duty to his owners, the inter~ 
ests of consigners, vharterers‘uud under- 
writers, the regulations of the Board of 
‘Trade, and his own eense of personal 
responsibility tur the safety of t 3 
lis passengers and his appointment. 
Like every other grade of senman, he 
has heen lemislated: for ard Jegislated 
against to quite an abnormal cxtent 5 
sometimes le is blamed for not abiding 
by. rerulatioos, sometimes he is abused 
for not displaying enough enterprise und 
initiative. Ho is,in fact, mare liablo to 
blame than to commendation. If ho 
auchers during a fog, owners and char- 
terers grumble at the delay ; if, from 
overzeal, he runs upon a rock under 
writers and Board of Trade Courts blame 
him for want of caution, In Article 13 
of the ‘ Rules for the Prevention of Col- 
lisions at Sea’ it is set forth that ‘every 
vessel shail in fug, mist or falling snow 
go at a moderato rate of speed ’"—a very 
sensible rule, saya the Jandsman, but 
one which is capable of a. variety -of 
interpretations. Every, ship captain 
knows that in the open sea—where’ the 
waters are not crowded with shipping 
like the Formosu Channel of the English 
Channel—it is not so essential to go 
dead slow in 9, fog ; and even in ordinary 
cousting trad he will adgpt bimselt’ to 
circumstanees and handle his-ship in 
accordance with what he knows ofher 
eapabilities or the locality, nor will be 
leave ont of account the state of the 
weather. We have not the lightest 
doubt that no two of the several eap- 
taius who have anchored their vessels 
in the neighbourhood of the Colony 
during the jast two or three days will 
arrive at preciscly similar definitions of 
tho plirase ‘moderate speed.’ It is 9 
matter of relativity, There can be no 
dogmatic certninty. This being so, 
experiments in fay belts ought to be 
encouraged, and rewards, might well be 
vilered for inventions to circumvent tho’ 
‘foxy fiend” The man who will produco 
an invention to add to the satoty of ship 
navigation in tog deserves to be most 
penerausly rewarded- Some time ago, 
Lieut. A. G. Froude, R..R., Secretary 
of. the Shipmasters’ Society, Londen, 
brought into publie notice the idea of 
vertical light signalling ; end Comman- 
der Lionel Wells, RN., demonstrated 
the practical usefulness of the system 
by the adaptation cf a small six-can- 
dle power Naval pattern’ search light 
for - signalling purposes. Lxperi~ 
ments made aot the Royal. Naval 
Exhibition showed that a ray thrown 
out by this instrument could be seen at 
a distance of thirty-three miles in wet 
aad misty weathor; ad more receatly,

rate of twenty miles an hour (which could 
not be considered a ‘ moderate speed’), 
which means that they would: approach 
each other from a milo apartia a minute 
and a-half, and itis also assumed that 
the search light would penetrato half a 
mile of fog.

FRENCH aND EYGLISH COMPETI- 
TION IN SOUTH CHIN, 
Bangkok, March 25. 

The race for the China tradu is growing 
keen between France and England, | It 
was only the other duy that we referred to 
9 telegram stating that China had opened 
the West River tv trade, and now wo hear 
to-day that Franov has obtnined permis- 
siou to run a railway fram near the Lang. 
soo terminus of un existing line inty the 
neighbouring provinees, thus taking tho 
Weat River trade on the flank, and serious- 
ly threatening the value of the route by 
that outlet. It will, of cores, be- secon 
from a glance at the map that France has 
an enormous advantage over Great Brituin 
in the tace for the trade of south-western 
China. Tonkin is undoubtedly the natural 
outlet of tho south-wost provinces border- 
ing the Hrench possessions, and no competi- 
tor cau hops for suecess in this trade if the 
French aro wieo and wake proper use of 
their superior advantages. ‘hot they are 
alive to the position of affeira tu-day’s 
telegram would seem to show. Thoro is 
‘already a French lina to Langson, and the 
Lavgchau mentioned in the Havas wire is o 
little north of that historic tuwn, and closo 
to the Franco-Chiueso frontier. A very 
little zou] on tho part of the French 
authorities of Tonkin will connect Hanoi 
with the Quangsi province of Ohina by rail, 
whero France, by the Gérard Convention, 
already possesses very important commer= 
cial. privileges. We may also take it that 
ronawed coergy will bo brought to bear on 
the trade routes to Yunnan now that tho 
West -Rivor is opened to-trade. There 
ara several lines which the French havo 
already in view, and which have been 
strongly recommended by. the Brench 
Commiésion of 1887. The line alluded to 
in tu-dey’s telegram’ fs also known as 
the Hanci-Kwonggi line via Langeon, and 
was strongly recommended by French 
exports.” “This project, wo may assume, 
will now he pushdd rapidly forward since 
tha necessary funds have already beon vot+ 
ed by the French Government, Another

avery reagon to be surprised at the change, 
Until quite recontly we allowed to slip hy 
every chanco whore political influence 
could have baen used for cconomie pur- 
poses. For thia reason it appeared only 
natural to.them that, after having secured 
political interests in China, we should leave 
it to Weatern nations to secure economical 
benefits, The late dovolopments proved 
such hopes to be wrongly founded. The 
Ruayo-Chinese loan sppesred perplexing to 
the Germans, they became uneasy, and 
whon wo showod that we ware doterminod 
to defend Russo-Chinese interosta the 
German press became -really nervoun 
Tha Germans found ‘that five-sights of 
the capital was French, and threo-eighths 
Russiau, whilo the Bunk Council, con- 
sisting of eight persaus, contained five Rus- 
sians and three Frenchmen. Shanghai hav- 
ing been selected as tho place for Jocating 
tho bank, the German Fust Asiatic Bank 
is in danger of lively competition, But this 
is not the worat, The misfortune to tho 
Germans lies in tho fact that tha Poussiang 
have learned the tremendous importance of 


ostablishing. a bank in a country which ia on 
tno evo of Kecondtrnetang entirely its econo. 


mical system. Thia in itself seems like an 
attack on the Gormans, who posu as mono+ 
polists of civilisation. But if tho Germans 
are 30 much concerned in extending civili- 
aation ovor tho wholo carth, they ought to 
weleomo joyfally everyons who comes to 
assist in this noble work, Whon others 
come to Chiua to accomplish this object, the 
Germans ought to bo delighted, aud say:
